HISTORY TO ORDER. 


Gen. Wolford’s Canvass for a Seat 
in Congress, 


He Calmly States that R. E. Lee and Jeff. 
Davis were Hanged by the Republicans— 
Englishmen Purchasing Land in America— 
How the Naughty Prince of Wales Offended 
an Earl’s Daughter,

WASHINGTON, July 11.—A good many 
Englishmen of wealth, it is learned here, are 
now buying lands in this country. A couple 
of gentlemen from London bought, it is said, 
100,000 acres in the Yazoo valley, Mississippi, 
only a short time since, and others are 
making large investments in Texas. The 
Herald has an interview with an English 
gentleman, son of a baronet, who accounts 
for these large investments upon the theory 
that many Englishmen believe that there is 
to be a change in the government of England 
soon, and that in the uncertainty regarding 
its results it is well to have a nest egg in this 
country. He says the belief is gaining 
ground in England that the Prince of 
Wales will be England’s last king, and 
that his rule will be followed by some 
soft of a republican government. Whether 


the vevolution will come through war or 
peaceful agreement, they, of course, do not 
know, but, should it be the former, all val- 
ues must be unsettled fora time at least. 
This sentiment, he says, is rapidly growing. 
Twenty-five vears ago no English gentleman 
would have dared to give utterance to sucn 
sentiments. Now you can hear.them every- 
where. He admits, however, that much de- 
pends on the course of the prince after he 
becomes king. If he is svber, decent and 
careful he may put off the evil day, but if he 
continues his present loose habits and disre- 
gard of social decencies it will come very 
soon. He recites a number of scandals in 
which the prince is said to have been the 
chief actor, some of which have been already 
told and some have not. He says, further, 
that no woman who values her reputation 
will permit him to pay her tbe slightest 
attentions. Not more than a month 
ago, he says, a daughter 
of an earl who was an attendant when the 
Princess Louise was married ceased dancing 
with him, leaving him abruptly in the mid- 
dle of a ball room, asking a friend who 
was near to conduct her to her mother. ‘The 
reason was afterward learned to be impro- 
prieties onthe part of the prince, and- ai- 
though he apologized, she refuses to speak 
to him again.

KILLED BY’A BOY. 


Serious Results A from a Frog 
Shooting Ex on, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

BALTIMORE, July 11.--James Clinton, a 
fourteen year old boy, living with his parents 
at 174 Lafayette avenue, terday shot and 
killed John Maguire, aged about thirty-five 
years. Young Clinton, im company with a 
younger brother aud a boy named Henry 
Gaskins, went out to the summer residence 


of Dr. Frank Slinguff, which is about one 
mile from the city limits, where they amused 
themselyes shooting at s in the ponds on 
the place. Mr. Maguire, who was the super- 
intendent and gardner for Dr. Siinguff, came 
out and ordered them off,: All the boys left 
except Jas. Clinton. Magpire came up and 
with a threatening tone him if he did 
not leave he would shoot him, Clinton there- 
upon walked over to the railroad which was 
close by, and pw - around saw Maguire 
in acornfield. The boy then 
FIRED TWO 8HOTS 

from a thirty-two calibre revolver, which he 
had borrowed from young Gaskins. One of 
the balls entered Maguire’s left side and 
passed through to the right side, whence it 
was extracted by Dr. Frank J. Flannéry, as- 
sisted by H. J. Houck, both of whom were 
quickly dn the ni og The wounded 
man survived only a few min- 
utes. The boys immediately after 
they saw Maguire fall, started off and buried 
the pistol under a locust tree, where it was 
afterward recovered. Then they separated, 
and Gaskins, finding he was pursued, at- 
tempted to make his escape, but was soon 
caught and turned. over to a policeman. 
Clinton was’captured as hegwas about to en- 
ter his home in the city, policemen having 
been stationed in the front and rear of the 
house. The boys will be held for the action 
of the Baltimore county authorities, as the 
shooting was done beyond the city limits. 
Maguire was well known and highly respect- 
ed in the neighborhood where he lived. He 
leaves a widow and three children, who

for support. James Clinton isa handsome 
and intelligent boy about five and a half feet 
tail. He has blue eyes, a florid complexion, 
and fair hair, and was fourteen years old 
last March. He is spoken of as being a boy 
of good disposition. is father is engaged 
in thedry goods business in New_York, but 
has his residencein Baltimore. The family 
arein great grief.

Kerr, the Defaulter, on His Way Home 
to Chicago.

A Boy Dies in Terrible Agony From the 
Disease.

SUED BY THE SULTAN, 


A Legal Controversy Originating in the 
Manufacture of 600,000 Guns. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 


New YORK, July 11.—A dispatch from 
Newport says: In1873 the Turkish govern- 
ment entered into contracts with the Provi- 
dence Tool company, the former agreeing to 
purchase and the latter to manufacture 600,- 
000 Martini-Henry rifles and a large quantity 
of sabres, the entire cost of which was about 


9,000,000. It was necessary for the tool 
company to have special machinery in order 
to begin work on their contracts, and, there- 
fore, it was stipulated in the documents that 
Turkey was to provide a banker’s credit in 
London, and maintain the same at all times 
three months in advance of the manufacture 
and delivery of the guns. 
THIS BANKER’S CREDIT 

was to assure the tool company prompt pay- 
ment upon the execution of the work. In 
order to be able to turn out the first gun 
under the contract, the tool company had to 
expend $3,000,000. All of the guns were 
completed at last and the actual contract 
price was paid. But for some reasons the 
tool company retained 50,000 of the rifles, 
and it was to recover these that the Turkish 
overnment brought a suit in equity in the 
Pnited States Supreme Court. r. Justice

Further Particulars of the Killing of 
R. L. Clingan in lowa.,

Fatal Collision To-day—An Excursion 
Train Narrowly Escapes. 

TITUSVILLE, Pa., July 11.—The Herald 

special says the excursion train from this 


city, containing about seventy-five mcmbers 
of the Masonic lodges, while returning from 
Jamestown, collided with a freight train on 
the Buffalo & Southwestern at2 o’clock this 
morning, about two miles from Jamestown, 
killing —— Gates, the conductor, 
and M. ‘ Colby, the brake- 
man of the freight train, and fatally 
injuring W. J: Innis, another brakeman. No 
one hurt on the excursion train. The en- 
gineers and firemen on both trains were 
saved by jumping.

The force drove the excursion coaches 
backward twenty-five feet, but they kept on 
the track. Colby’s limbs were crushed to a 
jelly. Gates, the conductor, was roasted in 
the ruins.

HE WAS THERE. 

The military editor of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial-Gazette has one proud distinction— 
he was present on the edge of the Prussian 
army on that dread day at Gravelotte, Aug- 
ust 18, 1870. Hesaw the French eagles go 
down in the dust and he walked over seven 
miles of cold corpses after the carnage 
ended. Nay, more! He saw the king of 
Prussia there, together with BIsMARCK, 
Von MOLTKE and Hans VONDONNERUND- 
BLIXEN. Mr. HALSTEAD is really a poet, 
but he cares nothing for the fame which 
poesy gives him. He is willing to pass into 
history as the American citizen who heard 
at a safe distance the battle of Gravelotte. 
He never gets tired of writing about that 
episode. Ifa man should mention in his 
hearing that he hada lot of gravel to sell 
or was hooking for a gravel lot, the martial 
editor would feel licensed at once to tell the 
story of the battle of Gravelotte, inter- 
spersed with references to the appearance of 
the boid King WiLu1am and his brilliant 
entourage.

Presently the keen eye of SHERIDAN 
detected a flank movement on the part of the 
French which threatened to bring the royal 
observers under fire. He mentioned the fact 
and the party scampered. For this the Ger- 
man Chancelor complimented the sagacious 
American General in his conversation with 
GRANT. 

“Ahal” eried the watchful Mr. Hatst- 
EAD, when he saw this old story quoted in 
the New York Mail and Exrpress the other 
day. “Aha, the time has arrived again to 
tell ’em about the battle of Gravelotte, for I 
was there all the while.” Thereupon he pro- 
ceeds over his own initials to set history on 
the right track. He denies that the King of 
Germany was in serious danger on Eagle 
Hill on that memorable occasion when SurR- 
IDAN advised him to vamoose. He was in 
easy range, we are told, of the French field 
guns, but the fire of the German breech- 
loading steel cannon was so overwhelming 
that the French artillery was inefficient. 
He thus sketches the King and his staff as 
they contemplated the fight. 

The group on the hill was a singularly interest- 

ing one. The King, wearing his helmet anda 
long light-blue overcoat and high boots, was sur- 
rounded by a glittering array. Prince Frederick 
Carl (the Red Prince) and Moltke were there, ana 
also a brother of the King anda numerous staff.

of extreme faticue and even dejection, and he 
either slept or affected to do so. 
‘ This is all very fine, but if Mr. Hausreap 
knew the deep interest which the world will 
take in the colored man who seemed to have 
charge of the unused royal refreshments, he 
never would have dismissed him in this cava- 
lier way. We are moved to inquire whether 
this black servant was an American negro 
ora Nubianennuch. Of SHERIDAN, who was 
there, Mr. HALSTEAD writes:

sand, reminded one of the thunders and tremors 
of Niagara. :

How easy it would be 
to wipe out that daub entitled “‘Sheridan’s 
Ride,” with a grand tableau representing the 
great American general riding beside Bis- 
MARCK out of range of the shot at Grav- 
elotte, followed by King Wii.1AmM in his 
helmet with brass ornaments, the whole dis- 
appearing, as it were, in a cloud of dust 
which might be made to represent the smoke 
of battle. A week or two ago a newspaper 
in the Northwest boomed SHERIDAN for 
President. Who knows but that the revival 
of the story of his great exploit at Gravelotte 
is based on the scheme to place him at the 
head of the Republic—the whole being a 
smart dodge to interest the German vote!

CONGRESS AND THE RIVER. 

St. Louis has definitely taken the lead in 
the agitation for Mississippi River improve- 
ment, and the convention which meets here 
to-day isone of the phases of the work 
which is to be done. There is not here 
either time or place to review the argument 
for river improvement. Our people are a 


ter for discussion is not the possibility of the 
plans or tlie necessity of the work, but the 
ways and means of doing it. As the focal 
point of the valley the future of this city is 
indissolubly bound up with the river, An 
open water way to the sea means forus and 
for our children the commercial sway over a 
continent. To-day’s convention, called. by 
the Merchants’ Exchange, is really a commit- 
tee rather than a convention of the people of 
the valley. Its work isintended to be pre- 
liminary, to be followed by a new bending 
of our energies to the task before us. What 
can Congress be induced to do for the river? 
How can great pressure be best brought to 
bear on the national assembly? These are 
the two queries which the convention must 
answer. 

The firm and dignified stand taken by the 
delegation which went to Washington and 
secured the passage of the appropria- 
tion for the Mississippi was one of the chief 
causes of its success. Congress saw that a 
great national economical question was put 
for solution by men who were anxious, not 
for lucal or sectional gain, but for the good 
re whole country. True, the River and 

rbor Bill was weighted with many obnox- 
ious sides, but the Mississippi was taken 
care of. We must go before Congress again 
to ask more money, and our success will 
again depend upon the manner as well as 
the matter of our demand. A new conven- 
tion andanew delegation will hardly be as 
successful as the first. The storms of parti- 
san and sectional abuse which followed our 
former success warns us that new methods 
must be employed. 

Let us have a convention of representative 
men from the length and breadth of the 
valley, but let us hold it in Washington 
during the session of Congress. No better 
earnest of our determination could be given 
than this; no better means of doing what 
we wish. What place so proper for the con- 
sideration of a question involving the whole 
future of America as the capital of the Re- 
public’ In what more significant manner 
can we put our demand? 

The day of Goose creek and Minnow run 
is over. The old flag and an appropriation 
is a slogan which must be silenced. We, the 
people of the Mississippi valley, the heart 
and the, garden of America, have rights 
which Congress must acknowledge. We 
have a future which the nation must assure 
tous. The petty interests and petty jeal- 
ousies must give way to a broad statesman- 
ship which will admit the paramount im- 
portance of Mississippi river improvement. 
If any can suggest how our end can be bet- 
ter secured than by a representative conven- 
tionin Washington of delegates from the 
commercial bodies situate on the Mississippi 
and its navigable tributeries, we hope they 
will come forward with their plan. Con- 
gress must be taught that the great West 
isin earnest. It must be given to under- 
stand that the United States of America 
reaches beyond the Alleghanies. lt must 
be furnished with our argument in sucha 
striking manner that its interest will be 
aroused and its attention riveted upon this 
issue.

Itseems as if some people are determined to 
attribute to improper motives everything that 
any person engaged in the saloon business may 
think, say or do—that we have no rights, other 
than to pay taxesin the shape of outrageously 
large and unreasonable license fees for the privi- 
lege of carrying on a lawful and legitimate busi- 
ness—a business that is recognized as respectable, 
lawful and legitimate by every government on the 
face of the-earth—but one, Turkey—and even in 
that God-forsaken, pestilential country intoxicat- 


in menery are regarded asa luxury, and are in- 
duiged in by those of its inhabitants that can alf- 
ford to do so. 

Those of us who have been fortunate enough to 
become possessed of a little property pay the 
same rate of taxes upon it thatis paid by any 
other property owner; and I’ll venture to say that 
not a single individual engaged in the saloon busi- 
ness has any bonds, stocks, mortgages or otber 
investments securely stowed uway upon which 
the lawful taxes are ccdcyed by the owners 
thereof, yet no disgrace seems to attach 
them. Many of them occupy costly pews and 
soft-cushioned seats in our churehes and hold 
high rank among our solid men. As & class 
the saloon men, and their interests, 
are entitled tothe same respectful consideration 
as is accorded to any other y of men or any 
other business. Do we not respond as liberally 
as others to charitable calls? do we not enter as 
spiritedly as others into any public enterprise? 
Do we not pay our just debts and obligations as 
faithfully as those engaged in any other business? 

Is the business carried on by us more immoral 
and reprehensible than that carried on upon the 
floors of our Merchant's Exchange, our Cotton 
Exchange and in the various bucket shops in our 
city? Hasour business wrought more ruin and 
entailed more distress among the 
peer than has been occasioned by 

ank failures (bank robberies would more truth- 
fully express it) in our city? No! Whisky and 
beer must be made the scape-goat and the saloon- 
keeper must be held respousible for the poverty, 
crime and misery with which our poor debt-ridden 
city 1s burdened. 

At every session of our state legislature the 
capitol is besieged by an army of long-haired 
men and short-haired women, chock full of 
schemes for the suppression of the liquor traffic, 
the only evil (according to their ideas) with which 
our state is accursed. 

Does anyone suppose for a@ moment that these 
broken-down olitical hacks and enthusiasts 
honestly care whether the sale of whisky is per- 
mitted or not, so long as they accomplish their po- 
litical aims?

But as that was one of the 
requirements of the committee, most of the archi- 
tects accepted the situation and submitted their 
designs “‘in iine only.” 

The men who made perspective drawings, know- 
ing full well the exposition committee, as such, 
would not receive them, must have had a purpose 
in so doing. They are now on exhbivdition in two 
of the most prominent show-windows in the city, 
right where most of the committee go by m 
two or three times a day. 

I make no “accusation,” but the Point, I think, 
is very clear. All the architects of the city know 
who is the author of each of the designs, and all 
unite tn onsen so unfalr, unjust, and dirty a 
piece of trickery. itis nota case of “sore-head”’ 
with me, as lL ain no architect and am irterested 
in nobody’s plans, but 1 dv hate to see sucha 
flagrant disregard of the rules of common decency 
and honesty.

HE WAS THERE. 

The military editor of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial-Gazette has one proud distinction— 
he was present on the edge of the Prussian 
army on that dread day at Gravelotte, Aug- 
ust 18, 1870. Hesaw the French eagles go 
down in the dust and he walked over seven 
miles of cold corpses after the carnage 
ended. Nay, more! He saw the king of 
Prussia there, together with BiIsMARCK, 
Von MottTKe and Hans VONDONNERUND- 
BLIXEN. Mr. HALsTEAD is really a poet, 
but he cares nothing for the fame which 
poesy gives him. He is willing to pass into 
history as the American citizen who heard 
at a safe distance the battle of Gravelotte. 
He never gets tired of writing about that 
episode. Ifa man should mention in his 
hearing that he hada lot of gravel to sell 
or was hooking for a gravel lot, the martial 
editor would feel licensed at once to tell the 
story of the battle of Gravelotte, inter- 
spersed with references to the appearance of 
the boid King WILLIAM and his brilliant 
entourage. 

Recently somebody, with a view to boom- 
ing little Poin. SHERIDAN, quoted an ex- 
tract from JouN RussELL Youne’s book, 
telling how GRANT had complimented the lit- 
tle man and how Bismarck had related the 
story of how SHERIDAN had saved the lives 
of all the great men in Germany at the battle 
of Gravelotte, by telling them that they were 
exposing themselves unnecessarily to the 
enemy. King WILLIAM, BISMARCK, a few 
select Princes andSHERIDAN were all stand- 
ing on a commanding knoll, viewiug the bat- 
tle. Presently the keen eye of SHERIDAN 
detected a flank movement on the part of the 
French which threatened to bring the royal 
observers under fire. He mentioned the fact 
and the party scampered. For this the Ger- 
man Chancelor complimented the sagacious 
American General in his conversation with 
GRANT. 

“Aha!” cried the watchful Mr. Hatst- 
EAD, when he saw this old story quoted in 
the New York Mail and Express the other 
day. “Aha, the time has arrived again to 
tell ’em about the battle of Gravelotte, for I 
was there all the while.”” Thereupon he pro- 
ceeds over his own initials to set history on 
the right track. He denies that the King of 
Germany was in serious danger on Eagle 
Hill on that memorable occasion when SuER- 
IDAN advised him to vamoose. He was in 
easy range, we are told, of the French field 
guns, but the fire of the German breech- 
loading steel cannon was so overwhelming 
that the French artillery was inefficient. 
He thus sketches the King and his staff as 
they contemplated the fignt. 

The group on the hill was a singularly interest- 
ing one, The King, wearing his helmet anda 
long light-blue overcoat and high boots, was sur- 
rounded by a glittering array. Prince Frederick 
Carl (the Ked Prince) and Moltke were there, ana 
also a brother of the King anda numerous staff. 
Baddle-horses were held by servants a little in the 
rear, and there wasan open carriage with four 
horses, and postilllons whose ta silk hats were 
covered with silk oil-cloth; and there was a black 
man, & personal attendant of the King, who 
seemed to be in charge of unused refreshments 
Bismarck was notin the group around the King, 
but lying on a blanket spread on the ground, with 
a piece of shelter tent to kéep the wind from blow- 
ing directly upon his head, His attitude was that 
of extreme faticue and even dejection, and he 
pither slept or affected to do so. 

This is all very fine, butif Mr. Hausrrap 
knew the deep Interest which the world will 
take in the colored man who seemed to have 
charge of the unused royal refreshments, he 
never would have dismissed him in this cava- 
lier way. We are moved to inquire whether 
this black servant was an American negro 
ora Nubianennuch. Of SHERIDAN, who was 
there, Mr. HALSTEAD writes: 

The German officers wore new and brilliant uni- 
forms, and were all, or nearly all, tall men, There 
was a sturdy figure in a rusty suit, that evidently 
had seen service both in sun and rain—strikingly 
in contrast with surrounding splendor.

It is strange that no painter has seized upon 
this historic episode. How easy it would be 
to wipe out that daub entitled ‘‘Sheridan’s 
Ride,”’ with a grand tableau representing the 
great American general riding beside Bis- 
MARCK out of range of the shot at Grav- 
elotte, followed by King Wri11AmM in his 
helmet with brass ornaments, the whole dis- 
appearing, as it were, in a cloud of dust 
which might be made to represent the smoke 
of battle. A week or two ago a newspaper 
in the Northwest boomed SHERIDAN for 
President.» Who knows but that the revival 
of the story of his great exploit at Gravelotte 
is based on the scheme to place him at the 
head of the Republic—the whole being a 
smart dodge to interest the German vote!

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CONGRESS AND THE RIVER. 

St. Louis has definitely taken the lead in 
the agitation for Mississippi River improve- 
ment, and the convention which meets here 
to-day isone of the phases of the work 
which is to be done. There is not here 
either time or place to review the argument 
for riverimprovement, Our people are a 
unit on that question at least, and tha mat- 
ter for discussion is not the possibility of the 
plans or the necessity of the work, but the 
ways and means of doing it. As the focal 
point of the valley the future of this city is 
indissolubly bound up with the river, An 
open water way to the sea means forus and 
for our children the commercial sway over @ 
continent. To-day’s convention, called. by 
the Merchants’ Exchange, is really a commit- 
tee rather than a convention of the people of 
the valley. Its work isintended to be pre- 
liminary, to be followed by a new bending 
of our energies to the task before us, What 
can Congress be induced to do for the river? 
How can great pressure be best brought to 
bear on the national assembly? These are 
the two queries which the convention must 
answer, ; 

The firm and dignified stand taken by the 
delegation which went to Washington and 
secured the passage of the appropria- 
tion for the Mississippi was one of the chief 
causes of its success. Congress saw that a 
great national economical question was put 
for solution by men who were anxious, not 
for lucal or sectional gain, but for the good 
ew whole country. True, the River and 

arbor Bill was weighted with many obnox- 
ious sides, but the Mississippi was taken 
care of. We must go before Congress again 
to ask more money, and our success will 
again depend upon the manner as well as 
the matter of our demand. A new conven- 
tion andanew delegation will hardly be as 
successful as the first. The storms of parti- 
san and sectional abuse which followed our 
former success warns us that new methods 
must be employed. 

Let us have a convention of representative 
men from the length and breadth of the 
valley, but let us hold it in Washington 
during the session of Congress. No better 
earnest of our determination could be given 
than this; no better means of doing what 
we wish. What place so proper for the con- 
sideration of a question involving the whole 
future of America as the capital of the Re- 
public’ In what more significant manner 
can we put our demand? 

The day of Goose creek and Minnow run 
is over. The old flag and an appropriation 
is a slogan which must be silenced. We, the 
people of the Mississippi valley, the heart 
and the garden of America, have rights 
which Congress must acknowledge. We 
have a future which the nation must assure 
tous. The petty interests and petty jeal- 
ousies must give way to a broad statesman- 
ship which will admit the paramount im- 
portance of Mississippi river improvement. 
If any can suggest how our end can be bet- 
ter secured than by a representative conven- 
tionin Washington of delegates from the 
commercial bodies situate on the Mississippi 
and its navigable tributeries, we hope they 
will come forward with their plan. Con- 
gress must be taught that the great West 
isin earnest. It must be given to under- 
stand that the United States of America 
reaches beyond the Alleghanies. It must 
be furnished with our argument in sucha 
striking manner that its interest will be 
aroused and its attention riveted upon this 
issue. 

This done and our case is made.

face of the earth—but one, Turkey—and even in 
that God-forsaken, pestilential country intoxicat- 


i hqnery are regarded asa luxury, and are in- 
dulged in by those of its inhabitants that can al- 
ford to do so. 

Those of us who have been fortunate enough to 
become possessed of a little property py the 
same rate of taxes upon it thatis paid by any 
other property owner; and I’ll venture to say that 
not a single individual engaged in the saloon bus!l- 
ness has any bonds, stocks, mortgages or otber 
investments secureiy stowed away upon which 
the lawful taxes are ccdged by the owners 
thereof, yet no disgrace seems to attach to 
them. any of them occupy costly pews and 
soft-cushioned seats in our churebes and hold 
high rank among our solid men. As & class 
the saloon men, and their interests, 
are entitled tothe same respectful consideration 
as is accorded to any other y of men or any 
other business. Do we not respond as liberally 
as others to charitable calls? do we not enter as 
optrieemiy as others into any public enterprise? 

oO we not pay our just debts and obligations as 
faithfully as those engaged in any other business? 

Is the business carried on by us more immoral 
and reprehensible than that carried on upon the 
floors of our Merchant’s Exchange, our Cotton 
Exchange and in the various bucket shops in our 
city? Hasour business wrought more ruin and 
entailed more distress among the 
pee than has been occasioned by 

unk failures (bank robberies would more truth- 
fully express it) in our city? No! Whisky and 
beer must be made the scape-goat and the saloon- 
keeper must be held respousible for the poverty, 
crime and misery with which our poor debit-ridden 
city 1s burdened, 

At every session of our state legislature the 
capitol is besieged by an army of long-haired 
men and short-haired women, chock full of 
schemes for the suppression of the liquor traffic, 
the only evil (according to their ideas) with which 
our state is accursed. 

Does anyone suppose for a moment that these 
broken-down olitical hacks and enthusiasts 
honestly care whether the sale of whisky is per- 
mitted or not, so long as they accomplish their po- 
litical aims?

The Architects and Their Plana. 
Sr. Louis, July 11, 1883, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I noticed in Suncay’s Globe-Democrat an item 
to the effect that “new interest thad been awak- 
ened in the exposition by the display in promi- 
nent down-town show-windows of two designs in 
perspective for the exposition building.” Now, 
Mr. Eaitor, I would like space enough to protest 
against any such underhand work, and suchI 
know you will concede it to be when I give you 
the facts. All the architects in the city, after sig- 
nifying their intention to compete for the exposi- 
tion building, were sent printed instructions, 
which it was presumed they would have common 
honesty enough to follow. One of the stipulations 
there laid down Was: “Elevations to be in line 
only; no perspective drawing will be admutted.” 
Anyone who knows anything about architecture 
is aware that a geometrical elevation does not 
show a duilding of the dimensions of the exposi- 
tion to advantage. But as that was one of the 
requirements of the committee, most of the archi- 
tects accepted the situation and submitted their 
designs “in iine only.” 

The men who made perspective drawings, know- 
ing full well the exposition committee, as such, 
would not receive them, must have had a purpose 
in so doing. They are now on exbibdition in two 
of the most prominent show-windows in the city, 
right where most of the committee go by them 
two or three times a day. 

I make no “accusation,” but the Dry I think, 
is very clear. All the architects of the city know 
who is the author of each of the designs, and all 
unite tn condemning so unfair, unjust, and dirty a 
piece of trickery. It is not a case of “sore-head”’ 
with me, as lam no architect and am irterested 
in nobody’s plans, but I do hate to see sucha 
flagrant disregard of the rules of common decency 
and honesty.

he says, he has often been offered considerable 
suims of money. He is the authorof a book on 
Sumnper’s life and his worg for the negro race, 
to which was an appendix, written by his wife, 
called’ “Rambles in Europe,’ he and his 
wife having made a complete tour 
through European countries. Mahoney has a 
stock of most interesting reminiscences of Dis 
statesman friend and of his experiences on his 
travels.

elsewhere to write sketches of the negroes who 


have manages to get a fair share of 
this world’s goods, but no one has 
taken the trouble to . investigate 
this field in St. Louis. There are several colored 
menin the city who may be counted compara- 
tively wealthy. The man who is reputed to be 
the wealthiest of h‘s race in this city and state is 
Charles Tyler, one of the proprietors of a saloon 
and eating-house on Eleventh street. The value 
of his possessions is variously estimated from 
340,000 to $60,000, the larger part of which is in- 
vested in good realestate. He has collected this 
sum by his 6wn unaided efforts and by close at- 
tention to business. Healso possesses the rare 
virtue of never indicating by word of mouth the 
value of his possessions. ‘

state that I have noticed thas the color line is rig- 
idly drawn in the street cars. I was riding out Olive 
street the other evening in a weli-filled car and 
in tue course of the trip several male occupants 
had surrendered their seat primase to ladies 
with smiling resignatiou. Before the car had 
proceeded many blocks, however, a colored dam- 
sel stepped aboard and suspended herself from 
astrap. She was surrounded by seated men and 
I saw not the slightest movement in her favor, 
but she was permitted to hang. This probably 
goés to prove that woman is considered 
woman and entitled to her privileges only 
under certain conditions. This particular in- 
stance was perhaps excusabie as the damsel ap- 

ared to be well able to take care of Berself, but 

saw atnousand times worse iustration of the 
same principle, whena feeble, but rly clad 
old woman was permitted to stand for fifteen 
long blocks.”

It is, perhaps, not well known that we have in 
the city one of the few survivios of the original 
Ellsworth Zouaves, the New York 


regiment that was cut to pieces 
by the famous Black-horse Guards § at 
the battle of Bull’s Run. Mr. A. Nathan, the 
ciothier on Fifth street, joined the regiment with 
two hundred other young men from ashington 
market, New York, all members of the Fourteenth 
Volunteer Engine and Hose company. The regi- 
ment was enlisted for three montlis, and the first 
month was spent on Long Island drilling and pre- 
paring for service. Its history in the next two 
months was asad one. The boys did not get their 
inuskets until ca | reached Waso- 
ington, and in their passage through 
Baltimore were nearly stoned w death by tue 
mob. They had only a light skirmish before 
Bull Run, which was their first real battle. In 
the retreat from the ficld they were intercepted 
by the Black Horse Guards, and were literally 
cut to pieces, only fourteen men of the entire regi- 
ment coming Out alive. The regiment was con- 
sidered a crack one, as Col. Klisworth had a com- 
pany with which he traveled and exhibited in 
driliall over the country, and which formed a 
splendid nucleus. Mr. Nathan was suffering from 
a disabled foot at the time of the battle, and was 
lying within a half-mile of the place of destruc- 
tion. He says he has never ceased to thank his 
foot for the tact that he is able Ww tell the story 
now.

THE SUNDAY LAW. 


The Police Board Will Do Nothing But Let 
Agitation Die Out. 


The board of police commissioners met the 
committee of saloon-keepers yesterday afternoon, 
and discussed the Sunday closing question in a 
desultory manner for three hours and a half. 
Commissioner Kinkead made the startling stat- 
ling statement that the board had not as yet re- 
ceived official notification of the passage of the 
Downing law. It is, however, a fact that the reg- 
ular session’s acts have been in the hands of the 
public for five weeks past. Vice-President Ker- 
win stated that he had sent to the secretary of 
state for a certified copy of the bill, but 


had received no reply. After a lot of ramblin 
talk, the commissioners agreed that they would 
consult City Counsellor Bell. What they are to 
ask his advice on is not clear. It may be that the 
will ask him whether under the law Sand their of- 
ficial oaths they are bound to do their duty as 
officers. Perhaps they desire Mr. Bell to pass 
upon the constitutionality of the recent decision 
of the supreme court wherein the Downing law 
was deciared constitutional. At any rate 
nothing was done yesterday and the board 
has adjourned until next Tuesday. The 
saloons and beer gardens will not be 
molested next Sunday, and there is a strong 
probability that nothing will be done on any other 
Sunday. A general impression prevails to-day 
that rhe intention of the board is to postpone ac- 
tion from one meeting to another, on pretexts as 
trivial a8 that of Kinkead on yesterday, until in- 
terest 10 the agitation has died out, ana then the 
matter Will be quietly dropped. A prominent city 
official said this morning that he believed the 
board would adopt thal course. “Crittenden,” 
said he, “‘made his declaration of an intention of 
enforcing the Downing law in every detail in fur- 
therance of some olitical scheme of his 
own. I hardly think that Crittenden 
dare remove any of the police board 
for refusal to enforce such an odious and unpopu- 
lar measure as Sunday closing in St. Louis. fl 
was a member of the police board I would intro- 
duce aresolution declaring that the state of af- 
fairs in the city of St. Louis does not call for an 
enforcement of a law objectionable to nine-tenths 
of her inhabitants.” 

Commissioner Kinkead, when seen this morn- 
ing, said: “I consider that the board acted wise- 
ly in refusing to take hasty action upon this most 
important matter. Rest assured that the ques- 
tion will receive the fullest and freest discus- 
sion.’ 

Vice-President Kerwin sald that the matter was 
one in which pacaioes should be made slowiy. The 
board recognized the magnitude of tbe interests 
at stake, and was inclinea to be sure that it was 
right before it went ahead. 

Tedues. Thoman and Mahan, of the visiting 
committee, stated this morning that they were 
highly pleased with the treatment accorded them 
by the commissioners, who seemed inclined to 
discuss the question fairly and freely. 

City Counsellor Bell said at noon that he had re- 
ceived no intimation from the board in what 
manner the desired to avail them- 
selves of his legal knowledge. As to 
the refreshmen: act of 1858, there is no question 
inthe world that the new charter repealed it 
along with several hundred special acts of the 
legislature relating to St. Louis county. Charles 
P. Johnson, who has hunted up the whole history 
of the Sunday refreshment act, also concedes that 
the charter repealed it. There is not a lawver in 
the city who questions this fact. The better ciass 
of saloon-keepers, backed by the wholesale 
whisky and foreign wine dealers, are booming the 
proposition to reconsider the vote by which the 
house of delegates retained the beer and wiue li- 
cense in the Scudder b li. 

the ordinance ts still in the hands of the house 
of delegates, and the effort to reconsider wiil be 
surelv nade. It has a good prospect of success. 
The discovery that attempts to evade the high 
license Sy selling whisky thinly disguised as 
wine, will render the beer-bouse Keeper liable to 
a United States license asa compounder of liquors 
costing $100 per annum, has materially checked 
the enthusiasm of many dram-shop keepers who 
contemplated continuing business at reduced 
rates.
